Sir:— 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit,  herewith,  the  Forty-ninth 
Annual  Report  of  the  Buffalo  City  Police  Department,  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1922,  and  the  Seventh  An- 
nual Report  under  the  Commission  Charter. 

Miscellaneous  property  to  the  value  of  $377,252.86  was 
reported  stolen,  of  which  property  to  the  value  of  $261,- 
448.10,  or  69.25  per  cent,  was  recovered.  Miscellaneous 
property  to  the  value  of  $21,125.86  was  reported  as  lost, 
of  which  property  to  the  value  of  $17,312.79  was  found, 
or  81.94  per  cent.  In  addition,  property  of  this  class  to 
the  value  of  $47,829.82  was  recoverd  on  complaints  from 
other  cities.  Also,  property  of  this  class  to  the  value  of 
$2,615.00  reported  stolen  in  1921  was  recovered  during  the 
year  1922. 

Bicycles,  motorcycles  and  horse-drawn  vehicles  to  the 
value  of  $5,459.00  were  reported  stolen,  of  which  prop- 
erty to  the  value  of  $2,825.00,  or  51.75  per  cent,  was 
recovered. 

Automobiles  to  the  value  of  $642,800.00  were  stolen,  of 
which  property  to  the  value  of  $578,500.00  was  recovered, 
or  89.99  per  cent.  Automobiles  to  the  number  of  1,609  were 
reported  stolen  in  the  city,  of  which  1,381,  or  85.82  per 
cent  were  recovered.  The  total  number  of  automobiles 
taken  in  the  city  and  not  recovered  was  228.  Automobiles 
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to  the  number  37  were  recovered  on  complaints  from  other 
cities.   A  total  of  215  automobile  thieves  were  arrested. 

The  total  number  of  arrests  made  during  the  year  was 
25,475,  a  decrease  of  6,902  as  compared  with  the  year  1921. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  to  the  members  of  the 
Council  my  thanks  for  the  co-operation  that  has  been  ex- 
tended to  the  department  during  the  past  year.

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HOMICIDES 


First  Precinct 

Angelo  Bonfiglio,  30  years  old,  of  100  Washington  Street, 
was  shot  twice  in  the  abdomen  and  twice  in  the  chest,  at 
11:20  p.  m.,  August  5,  1922,  while  standing  at  the  corner 
of  Scott  and  Washington  Streets.  He  died  a  short  time 
later  in  the  Columbus  Hospital.  Bonfiglio  had  approached 
Joseph  Lauria,  30  years  old,  of  117  Commercial  Street,  and 
Bartol  Consagra,  25  years  old,  of  72  Commercial  Street, 
and  is  supposed  to  have  been  trying  to  blackmail  them. 
Consagra  was  placed  under  arrest  by  Lieutenant  John  B. 
Heusinger  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad  police.  He  was 
indicted  on  a  charge  of  murder  and  was  later  discharged. 
Lauria,  a  city  employee,  made  his  escape  and  has  not  been 
apprehended. 

At  11:45  a.  m.,  November  19,  1922,  Detective  Martin 
Murphy  shot  and  killed  Thomas  J.  Morgan,  34  years  old, 
of  97  Imson  Street.  The  officer  had  entered  the  soft  drink 
place  of  Burns  and  O'Day,  at  the  southeast  corner  of  Elli- 
cott  and  Swan  Streets,  when  he  was  attacked  by  Morgan. 
The  officer  lost  his  billy  in  the  fight  which  followed  and 
drawing  his  gun  shot  once  into  the  floor  in  order  to  stop 
his  assailant.  The  second  shot  took  effect  in  the  neck  of 
Morgan,  who  fell  mortally  wounded.  He  died  the  follow- 
ing morning  at  the  Emergency  Hospital.  An  inquest  was 
held  and  the  officer  was  exonerated  for  his  act. 

At  2:30  p.  m.,  November  29,  1922,  Carmelo  Di  Salvo,  54 
years  old,  of  58  Virginia  Street,  was  shot  while  standing 
at  the  southeast  corner  of  Virginia  Street  and  Front  Ave- 
nue. He  died  a  few  minutes  later  in  the  Columbus  Hos- 
pital, the  bullet  having  graved  his  heart.  His  assailant, 
who  was  an  Italian  named  Pillican,  60  years  old,  escaped. 
The  motive  for  the  shooting  could  not  be  learned. 

Second  Precinct 

Mrs.  Augusta  M.  Miller,  a  widow,  39  years  old,  keeper 
of  a  rooming-house  at  202  East  Eagle  Street,  was  shot  and 
killed  by  Michael  Tozzo,  35  years  old,  of  444  South  Division 
Street,  at  11 :35  p.  m.,  February  12,  1922.  Tozzo  committed 
suicide  by  shooting  himself  through  the  right  temple.  He 
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was  a  former  roomer  at  the  Miller  home  and  was  infatuated 
with  Mrs.  Miller,  who  had  spurned  his  attentions. 

At  10:45  p.  m.,  July  18,  1922,  during  a  family  quarrel, 
Carolina  Jones,  colored,  32  years  old,  of  390  East  Eag"le 
Street,  shot  her  husband,  Wesley,  32  years  old.  He  was 
taken  to  the  Emergency  Hospital,  where  he  died  the  fol- 
lowing day  at  2:30  p.  m.  The  woman  stated  she  had  fired 
in  self  defense.  She  was  arrested  by  Detective  Sergeants 
John  Percy  and  John  Masters  on  a  charge  of  murder.  At 
the  trial  the  charge  was  reduced  to  manslaughter  and  she 
received  one  year  in  the  Erie  County  Penitentiary. 

Third  Precinct 

At  11:10  p.  m.,  December  16,  1922,  Frank  Mason,  50 
years  old,  of  948  Washington  Street,  was  struck  by  an  auto- 
mobile while  crossing  Main  Street,  between  Allen  and  Vir- 
ginia Streets.  He  was  taken  to  the  Buffalo  General  Hos- 
pital where  he  died  a  few  minutes  after  his  arrival  there. 
The  automobile,  which  was  owned  by  Sheldon  Myers  of  15 
Hauf  Street,  had  been  stolen  from  in  front  of  2500  Main 
Street  some  time  previous  to  the  accident.  It  was  aban- 
doned at  Main  and  Virginia  Streets  a  few  minutes  after 
the  fatality.   No  one  has  been  arrested  for  this  crime. 

Fourth  Precinct 

At  5:15  a.  m.,  March  25,  1922,  August  Mathis,  57  years 
old,  of  162  Orange  Street,  was  struck  and  killed  by  an  auto- 
mobile while  waiting  for  a  street  car  at  the  corner  of  Gene- 
see and  Spring  Streets.  He  was  taken  to  the  Buffalo  Gen- 
eral Hospital,  where  he  died  at  2  :20  p.  m.,  the  same  day. 
The  driver  of  the  automobile  did  not  stop  and  has  not  been 
apprehended  to  date. 

Annabelle  Barnes,  colored,  29  years  old,  of  146  Hickory 
Street,  was  killed  in  the  kitchen  of  her  home  by  Sikes  Mas- 
sey,  colored,  50  years  old,  of  406  William  Street,  at  7:30 
p.  m.,  May  15,  1922.  The  woman  was  struck  over  the  head 
with  a  flat  iron  and  her  throat  was  cut.  She  had  refused 
the  man  some  liquor  which  he  craved.  Massey  was  arrested 
May  17,  1922,  by  Patrolman  John  Downey  at  the  New  York 
Central  Railroad  depot.  In  the  trial  that  followed  he  plead- 
ed guilty  to  murder  second  degree  and  was  sentenced  to  not 
less  than  twenty  years  in  Auburn  Prison. 
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Thomas  Lee,  colored,  30  years  old,  of  88  William  Street/ 
was  shot  and  killed  by  his  wife,  Alma,  24  years  old,  while  in 
the  bedroom  of  their  home,  at  7:30  a.  m.,  May  16,  1922. 
He  is  supposed  to  have  been  threatening  her  with  a  revolver 
and  she  to  have  acted  in  self-defense.  She  was  arrested  by 
Lieutenant  Frank  C.  Stoner,  Detectives  Louis  Scheu  and 
Eugene  L.  Duchene  and  Patrolman  Dorance  D.  Lounsbury 
on  a  charge  of  murder,  first  degree.  The  Grand  Jury  failed 
to  indict  her  and  she  was  discharged. 

At  8:00  p.  m.,  August  16,  1922,  George  Woelfling,  30 
years  old,  of  105  Rose  Street,  struck  and  killed  his  brother, 
Joseph,  26  years  old.  Joseph  was  taken  to  the  Memorial 
Hospital,  but  died  before  his  arrival  there.  The  mother  of 
the  boys  was  in  the  Memorial  Hospital  and  Joseph  had  re- 
fused to  assist  George  to  pay  the  expenses.  This  provoked 
the  fight  which  occurred  at  the  corner  of  Jefferson  Avenue 
and  High  Street.  George  Woelfling  was  arrested  on  a 
charge  of  manslaughter,  second  degree.  He  was  held  for 
the  Grand  Jury,  which  body  failed  to  indict  him  and  he  was 
discharged. 

Sixth  Precinct 

James  Granger,  6?  years  old,  of  340  East  Utica  Street, 
was  shot  twice  in  the  abdomen  at  11 :55  p.  m.,  January  10, 
1922,  by  two  men  who  attempted  to  hold  him  up  at  Pat 
Toal's  gasoline  station,  Main  Street  and  East  Delavan  Ave- 
nue, where  he  was  employed.  He  died  the  following  day 
at  the  Sisters'  Hospital.  The  men,  who  have  not  been  ap- 
prehended, escaped  in  an  automobile  which  had  been  stolen 
the  same  night.  The  machine  was  recovered  the  next  day 
in  the  Tenth  Precinct. 

Lieutenant  Edward  Steck,  56  years  old,  of  150  Oxford 
Avenue,  attached  to  the  Twelfth  Precinct,  was  shot  three 
times  at  9:50  p.  m.,  May  14,  1922,  by  a  burglar  whom  he 
had  cornered  in  a  yard  at  152  Oxford  Avenue.  The  lieuten- 
ant died  the  following  day  at  the  Homeopathic  Hospital. 
He  had  received  a  telephone  call  from  a  neighbor  apprising 
him  that  a  burglar  was  trying  to  force  an  entry  into  a 
house  at  149  Oxford  Avenue.  The  lieutenant  went  uiexe 
and  surprised  a  man  trying  to  jimmy  a  window.  The 
burglar,  followed  by  the  lieutenant,  ran  out  of  the  yard, 
across  the  street,  and  into  the  rear  yard,  where  Lieutenant 
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Steck  was  shot.  The  burglar  escaped  and  has  not  been  ap- 
prehended. A  witness  who  saw  this  man  stated  that  he 
walked  with  a  slight  limp. 

Roy  Barber,  16  years  old,  of  224  Moselle  Street,  was 
struck  and  killed  by  an  automobile  in  front  of  412  Linwood 
Avenue,  at  4:30  p.  m.,  August  10,  1922.  The  machine, 
which  was  driven  by  Jay  D.  Fultz,  of  644  Humboldt  Park- 
way, did  not  stop,  but  continued  on  until  pursued  and 
caught  by  another  machine.  Fultz  was  arrested  on  a  charge 
of  manslaughter,  second  degree.  The  Grand  Jury  failed  to 
indict  him  and  he  was  discharged. 

Jcseph  Lev/is,  41  years  old,  of  221  Purdy  Street,  was 
arrested  on  September  23,  1922,  for  an  alleged  assault 
which  he  committed  upon  the  person  of  Catherine  Weiland, 
86  years  old.  This  woman  was  his  mother-in-law  and  at 
8 :00  p.  m.,  September  10,  1922,  he  is  supposed  to  have  kick- 
ed her,  from  which  injuries  she  died  on  September  23,  1922. 
Lewis  was  charged  with  manslaughter,  second  degree,  in- 
dicted, convicted,  and  sentenced  to  from  five  to  ten  years  in 
Auburn  Prison. 

Eighth  Precinct 

Anthony  Szaralatta,  21  years  old,  of  120  Playter  Street, 
and  Kasmir  Nowak,  20  years  old,  of  303  Howard  Street, 
became  involved  in  a  quarrel  at  6 :45  p.  m.,  March  23,  1922, 
while  in  the  poolroom  of  Stanley  J.  Michalak,  970  Broad- 
way. Knives  were  used  by  both  men  and  both  received 
stab  wounds  in  the  groins.  Szaralatta  was  taken  to  the 
Emergency  Hospital,  where  he  died  at  4:00  a.  m.,  April 
2,  1922.  Nowak  was  arrested  by  Lieutenant  Charles  F. 
Oberly  and  James  McDonald  and  Detective  Edward  Mandel 
and  Patrolmen  John  Czajkowski  and  Frank  Wojciehowski 
at  his  home  several  hours  after  the  assault.  He  was  found 
guilty  of  manslaughter,  first  degree,  and  sentenced  to  not 
less  than  ten  nor  more  than  fifteen  years  in  Auburn  Prison. 

At  12:15  a.  m.,  June  25,  1922,  Leo  Lewandowski,  24  years 
old,  of  134  Loepere  Street,  was  shot  and  killed  in  an  out- 
house in  the  rear  of  his  home.  His  wife,  Martha,  heard 
three  shots  fired  and  found  her  husband  dead  upon  her 
arrival  at  the  scene.  His  brother-in-law,  John  Zydlewski, 
26  years  old,  of  134  Loepere  Street,  had  threatened  Lewan- 
dowski ?nd  his  family  on  several  occasions  and  is  suspected

of  doing  the  shooting.  He  disappeared  and  has  not  been 
apprehended. 

At  9:45  p.  m.,  July  25,  1922,  Albert  Reil,  36  years  old, 
of  542  Glenwood  Avenue,  called  upon  Miss  Lee  Stouth,  34 
years  old.,  of  66  Johnson  Street.  He  had  been  keeping  com- 
pany with  this  woman  for  some  time.  A  quarrel  ensued, 
during  which  Reil  drew  a  .38  calibre  revolver  and  shot 
Miss  Stouth  in  the  lower  part  of  the  left  lung.  He  then 
shot  himself  in  the  head  and  died  immediately.  Miss  Stouth 
was  taken  to  the  Emergency  Hospital,  where  she  died  at 
6:00  p.  m.,  August  10,  1922. 

Mrs.  Katherine  Hanover,  57  years  old,  of  106  Shumway 
Street,  was  shot  in  the  right  lung,  at  2:35  a.  m.,  August 
13,  1922,  while  watching,  from  her  front  window,  a  fight 
which  was  taking  place  in  front  of  her  home.  She  was  re- 
moved to  the  Emergency  Hospital,  where  she  died  at  8:00 
a.  m.,  August  25,  1922.  All  the  men  who  participated  in 
the  fight  were  arrested  and  charged  with  murder,  first 
degree.  Mr.  Hanover  is  a  foreman  for  a  railroad  company 
and  it  is  believed  that  strike  difficulties  occasioned  the  visit 
of  the  men  in  front  of  his  home  for  the  purpose  of  attract- 
ing him  to  the  window  to  shoot  him.    The  case  is  pending. 

Charles  McGovern,  alias  Carol  Balicki,  24  years  old,  of 
60  A  Street,  was  stabbed  at  10:20  p.  m.,  November  14, 
1922,  while  on  the  bowling  alleys  of  the  London  Bowling 
Alley  at  688  Broadway.  He  was  taken  to  the  Emergency 
Hospital,  where  he  died  November  24,  1922.  Felix  Kopacz, 
of  1428  Broadway,  was  arrested  on  November  15,  1922,  by 
Detective-Sergeants  Courtney,  Whalen  and  Pauley  on  a 
charge  of  murder,  first  degree.   The  case  is  pending. 

Ninth  Precinct 

Etta  Kenyon,  16  years  old,  of  19  Spaulding  Street,  was 
shot  by  her  step-father,  George  Green,  45  years  old,  at  1 :00 
p.  m.,  July  19,  1922,  while  at  the  home  of  Mrs.  Anna  Ken- 
yon, with  whom  they  both  boarded.  Mrs.  Anna  Kenyon 
and  Etta  Kenyon  were  half-sisters  and  George  Green  was 
the  step-father  of  both.  Green  shot  himself  immediately 
after  and  died  at  4:15  p.  m.  the  same  day.  Miss  Kenyon 
died  at  1:45  p.  m.  July  21,  1922,  in  the  Emergency  Hos- 
pital. The  man  was  infatuated  with  his  step-daughter  and 
wished  to  marry  her.  She  repulsed  him  and  this  brought 
about  the  quarrel  which  ended  in  the  death  of  both. 
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Martin  Dillon,  35  years  old,  of  1331  Seneca  Street,  was 
arrested  at  10:00  a.  m.,  July  20,  1922,  on  a  charge  of  man- 
slaughter, first  degree.  He  is  alleged  to  have  struck  Clara 
Ehlers,  38  years  old,  of  1331  Seneca  Street,  at  10:30  p.  m„ 
July  3,  1922,  from  which  blow  the  woman  died  on  July  27, 
1922. 

Tenth  Precinct 

At  S:10  p.  m.,  October  8,  1922,  Thomas  Coyle,  62  years 
old,  of  610  Fargo  Avenue,  was  struck  by  an  automobile 
driven  by  Samuel  Sciandra  of  454  Plymouth  Avenue.  The 
unfortunate  man  was  crossing  the  street  at  Pennsylvania 
and  Seventh  Streets.  He  was  taken  to  the  Columbus  Hos- 
pital, where  he  died  at  4:40  a.  m.,  October  9,  1922.  The 
driver  of  the  machine  did  not  stop  at  the  time,  but  was 
later  arrested  by  Detective-Sergeants  Connolly  and  Wien- 
and  and  Detectives  Tripi  and  McGee.  He  was  discharged 
in  City  Court. 

Eleventh  Precinct 

At  8:45  p.  m.,  January  9,  1922,  Henry  Pawlowski,  18 
years  old,  of  66  Peck  Street,  was  shot  in  the  left  groin,  by 
Nelson  P.  Ryan,  25  years  old,  of  669  South  Park  Avenue, 
a  New  York  Central  Railroad  special  officer.  Pawlowski 
died  in  the  Emergency  Hospital  on  January  15,  1922.  Ryan 
had  discovered  three  men  burglarizing  a  car  at  William 
and  Babcock  Streets.  They  did  not  stop  at  his  command 
and  in  the  firing  which  followed  Pawlowski  was  struck. 
Ryan,  after  making  a  statement,  was  ordered  released  by 
Medical  Examiner  Earl  G.  Danser. 

Edward  Wozniak,  17  vears  old,  of  249  Clark  Street,  was 
shot  and  killed  at  8:10  p.  m.,  April  28,  1922,  by  Edward 
Majchrzak,  17  years  old,  of  124  Weaver  Avenue.  The 
weapon  used  was  a  shotgun  and  the  shooting  was  acci- 
dental. The  shooting  occurred  at  the  home  of  Majchrzak 
while  he  was  explaining  to  Wozniak  how  he  had  shot  a 
pheasant.  Majchrzak  was  arrested  by  Captain  Michael 
Morrisey,  Detective  Melvin  C.  Henshaw  and  Acting  Detec- 
tive Edward  A.  Bingeman  on  a  charge  of  manslaughter, 
second  degree.  He  was  discharged  after  a  hearing  in  City 
Court,  the  judge  deciding  that  the  shooting  was  accidental 
and  that  Majchrzak  did  not  know  the  gun  was  loaded. 
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Valentine  Czechowski,  22  years  old,  of  135  Ashley  Street, 
was  shot  and  killed  at  12:05  a.  m.,  June  12,  1922,  by  Adam 
Kasprzyk,  20  years  old,  of  26  Peck  Street.  Czechowski 
chased  Adam  and  his  brother  Casimer  into  their  yard,  when 
Adam  ran  into  his  home,  procured  a  shotgun  and  shot 
Czechowski  in  the  left  side.  The  man  died  in  the  ambu- 
lance on  the  way  to  the  Emergency  Hospital.  Kasprzyk  was 
arrested  by  Lieutenant  William  Coughlin,  Detectives  Melvin 
C.  Henshaw  and  Bart  J.  O'Leary  and  Patrolmen  William  B. 
Wilkie  and  Theodore  F.  Hammermiller.  Jealousy  over  a 
girl  is  believed  to  have  caused  the  quarrel  which  resulted 
in  the  death  of  Czechowski.   The  case  is  pending. 

At  9:45  a.  m.;  July  8,  1922,  Michael  Zelasinski,  25  years 
old,  of  35  Krupp  Street,  was  shot  by  Roman  C.  Kroll,  23 
years  old,  of  994  Fillmore  Avenue,  a  New  York  Central 
Railroad  special  officer.  Zelasinski  is  alleged  to  have  in- 
sulted Kroll  and  another  railroad  guard  by  calling  them 
strikebreakers  and  other  names.  It  is  claimed  that  he 
threatened  the  officers  with  a  revolver.  Kroll  chased  Zela- 
sinski and  shot  him  as  he  was  about  to  open  the  door  of 
his  home.  Kroll  was  arrested  on  a  charge  of  manslaughter, 
first  degree,  by  Detectives  Melvin  C.  Henshaw  and  Bart  J. 
O'Leary.  The  Grand  Jury  failed  to  indict  the  officer  and 
he  was  discharged. 

At  6:30  p.  m.,  September  23,  1922,  Walter  Zalikowski, 
29  years  old,  of  45  Deshler  Street,  was  shot  and  killed  by 
Patrolman  Ferdinand  E.  Rebhan  of  the  Ninth  Precinct, 
who  was  doing  duty  in  the  Eleventh  Precinct.  While  riding 
in  a  Broadway  car  the  officer  observed  Zalikowski  and  two 
other  men  holding  up  Harry  E.  Morgan  of  121  Franklin 
Street,  Wilkes-Barre,  Pennsylvania,  on  Broadway,  just  east 
of  the  Erie  Railroad  Company's  bridge.  He  alighted  from 
the  car  and  started  on  a  run  for  the  scene.  At  his  ap- 
proach the  men  began  to  run  away.  The  officer  ordered 
them  to  halt  and  when  they  did  not  comply  with  his  com- 
mand he  fired  several  shots  at  them.  Zalikowski  was  struck 
by  one  of  the  bullets  and  died  in  the  ambulance  on  the  way 
to  the  Emergency  Hospital. 

Twelfth  Precinct 

At  2:45  p.  m.,  July  18,  1922,  Joseph  Zielinski,  33  years 
old,  of  205  Miller  Avenue,  while  visiting  at  the  home  of 
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John  R.  Kwiatkowski,  31  years  old,  of  289  Rother  Avenue, 
became  involved  in  an  argument  with  his  host  over  some 
remark  which  he  made  about  the  latter's  wife.  Kwiat- 
kowski ordered  Zielinski  from  the  house  and  followed  him 
until  they  reached  305  Rother  Avenue,  where  they  com- 
menced to  fight.  Kwiatkowrski  struck  Zielinski  and  knocked 
him  down.  He  fell  on  the  running  board  of  a  standing 
automobile.  The  ambulance  of  the  Emergency  Hospital 
was  summoned  by  witnesses,  but  the  man  was  dead  before 
it  arrived.  He  died  from  a  fractured  skull.  Kwiatkowski 
was  arrested  the  following  morning  by  Detectives  Daniel 
P.  Snyder  and  John  T.  Fagan  and  Patrolman  Franklin  A. 
Dreshler  on  a  charge  of  manslaughter,  first  degree.  The 
case  is  pending. 

John  Chrosniak,  30  years  old,  of  96  Hirschbeck  Street,  a 
striking  street  car  man,  was  shot  by  Patrolman  Elmer  Sis- 
son  at  10:30  p.  m.,  August  2,  1922.  The  victim  was  one 
of  a  gang  of  strikers  who  were  throwing  stones  at  a  west- 
bound Sycamore  Street  car  at  Sycamore  and  Oberlin  Streets. 
The  officer  was  guarding  the  car  and  crew  and  when  acid 
had  been  thrown  in  the  face  of  the  motorman  of  the  car 
he  shot  into  the  crowd  and  struck  Chrosniak.  The  wound- 
ed man  died  almost  instantly.  The  motorman  was  removed 
to  the  Emergency  Hospital  suffering  from  acid  burns.  Med- 
ical Examiner  Earl  G.  Danser  held  an  inquest  before  Chief 
Justice  Woltz  of  the  City  Court  a  few  weeks  later  and  the 
officer  was  exonerated. 

Thirteenth  Precinct 

Abraham  Swerdloff,  36  years  old,  of  31  Grote  Street,  was 
shot  at  4:15  a.  m.,  August  28,  1922,  in  the  dining  room  of 
his  apartments  by  a  burglar  whom  he  had  discovered  in 
the  act  of  burglarizing  his  furnishing  store  on  the  first 
floor.  Swerdloff  was  removed  to  the  Homeopathic  Hospital, 
where  he  died  at  10:00  p.  m.,  August  30,  1922.  A  quantity 
of  clothing  taken  from  the  store  was  found  in  the  rear  yard. 
No  arrests  were  made  in  this  case.

During  the  year  nine  members  of  the  department  were 
granted  pensions  and  retired  from  active  duty.  Of  these 
four  were  for  physical  disability  upon  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Surgeon. 

The  total  number  of  days  lost  as  a  result  of  illness  and 
injury  by  members  of  the  Department  was  7,635.  Of  this 
5,642  days  was  for  illness;  1,211  days  for  injuries  received 
while  on  duty,  and  782  days  for  injuries  received  while  off 
duty.    In  their  care  2,632  visits  were  made  by  the  Surgeon. 

With  practically  the  same  numerical  strength  of  the  De- 
partment, we  contrast  4,796  days  lost  (4.70  per  man)  in 
1919;  5,966  days  lost  (5.88  per  man)  in  1920;  6,859  days 
lost  (6.82  per  man)  in  1921;  and  7,635  days  lost  (7.48  per 
man)  in  1922.  During  the  year  no  epidemic  diseases  exist- 
ed to  impair  the  ordinary  health  of  the  department. 
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A  recent  inspection  of  all  station  houses  has  been  made. 
Generally,  by  repairs  and  interior  decorations,  the  condi- 
tions have  been  improved.  They  still  lack  in  general  clean- 
liness. As  recommended  by  the  Prison  Commission,  the  cell 
rooms  are,  with  few  exceptions,  dark,  badly  arranged,  with- 
out ventilation  and  unsanitary.  This  condition  should  be 
remedied.

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REPORT  OF  ELECTRICAL  BUREAU 


JOHN  F.  BURFEIND, 

Chief  of  Police. 

Sir : — In  accordance  with  Rule  168  of  the  Rules  and  Reg- 
ulations of  the  Buffalo  City  Police  Department,  I  respect- 
fully submit  the  annual  report  of  this  department  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1922. 

During  the  year  1922  the  electrical  equipment  of  the 
Police  Department  was  maintained  and  cases  of  trouble 
given  prompt  attention. 

Following  additions  to  the  system  were  made:  Burglar 
and  emergency  call  systems  connecting  the  Citizens  Trust 
Company's  branch  banks  with  Precinct  Station  Houses 
5,  8,  9,  12  and  13,  .protecting  their  West  Side,  William 
Street,  South  Park,  Genesee  Street  and  Black  Rock 
branches.  Additional  telephones  were  also  added  to  term- 
inal telephone  switchboard  at  Central  Office,  one  to  Fire 
Headquarters,  one  to  the  William  Street  Automobile  Garage 
and  one  to  the  residence  of  the  Chief  of  Police.  There  was 
also  added,  temporarily,  during  the  street  car  strike,  tele- 
phones to  the  following  street  car  barns :  Broadway,  Main 
Street,  Forest  Avenue  and  Seneca  Street. 

On  May  1st,  Police  Headquarters  moved  from  the  Law 
Exchange  Building  to  the  present  location,  which  required 
moving  the  electrical  equipment  to  the  present  building, 
and  during  this  operation  the  electrical  system  was  kept 
in  operation  without  the  slightest  interruption. 

The  TELE-CALL  system  was  installed  at  Headquarters 
during  the  month  of  August,  and  is  operating  satisfactorily. 

The  Flashlight  audible  signals  in  the  Third,  Seventh  and 
Eighth  Precincts,  consisting  of  a  6-inch  vibrating  gong,  is 
being  replaced  by  a  Benjamin  electric  horn,  which  will  be 
a  great  improvement  in  the  system. 
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The  Patrol  Signal  System  now  in  operation  in  the  Sec- 
ond, Fourth,  Fifth,  Sixth,  Ninth,  Eleventh,  Twelfth,  Thir- 
teenth and  Fourteenth  Precincts  has  been  in  service  for  33 
years,  and  consequently  requires  considerable  attention, 
and  will  soon  be  in  a  serious  condition  and  beyond  control. 

Storage  battery  elements  were  replaced  in  patrol  cir- 
cuits 2,  9  and  11.  Pawnshop  and  clock  circuits  and  our 
storage  battery  system  is  now  in  good  condition. 

Patrol  booths  were  moved  from  the  First  Precinct  Patrol 
Circuit  to  the  following  Precincts  and  locations : 

Ninth  Precinct:  Seneca  Street  and  Mineral  Springs 
Road;  Shenandoah  and  Abbott  Road,  and  Mystic  and  Ger- 
mania  Streets. 

Twelfth  Precinct:  Genesee  and  Doat  Streets;  Walden 
and  Bailey  Avenues ;  Theodore  and  Block  Streets,  and  Bailey 
and  Delavan  Avenues. 

Fourteenth  Precinct:  Parkridge  Avenue,  between  Win- 
spear  Avenue  and  Highgate. 

The  twenty  conductor  underground  cable  between  Head- 
quarters and  Clinton  and  Washington  Streets  is  congested 
and  all  the  conductors  are  in  use.  This  is  a  serious  condi- 
tion and  ought  to  be  replaced  by  a  forty  conductor  under- 
ground cable. 

The  aerial  conductors  are  in  good  condition. 

The  Patrol  Booth  and  Flashlight  Standards  do  not  ap- 
pear very  good  on  account  of  the  lack  of  paint.  They  should 
have  two  coats  of  weather-proof  paint  on  the  exterior  and 
two  coats  of  paint  on  the  interior  of  the  booths. 

The  private  branch  exchange  telephone  switchboard  was 
overhauled  and  the  jacks,  plugs  and  cords  were  renewed, 
putting  the  board  in  good  condition.
